AN ISLAND IN THE AIR. 


One of the Wonders of Prehistoric 
Pueblo Architecture. 

Three miles south of the Mesa En- 
cantada, In Mexico, is a splendid spect- 
men of fantastic erosion—an “island” 
in the alr, a rock with overhanging 
sides nearly 400 fact high, seventy 
acres in area on the fairly level top, 
indented with countless great bays, 
notched with dizzy chasms. The great- 
er part of the island overhangs the sea 
like a huge mushroom, and on the top 
stands a town which for artistic charm, 
ethnological interest and romantic his- 
tory has no peer. 

This little town of Ancoma 1s one of 
the most perfect types of the prehis- 
toric Pueblo architecture, Most of the 
houses remain of the type invented 
when every house must be a fort. One 
climbed a ladder to his first roof and 
pulled up the ladder at night, ving 
on the second and third tloors and 
using the ground floor as a cellar. 
Aguinst eoemices armed only with bows 
ond arrows this was a falr defense. 
Comfort had to be sacrificed to safety, 
Nothing except the eagle sought such 
inaccessible eyries as these victims of 
their own civilization, 

Kecause they were farmers Instead 
of freebooters, because they had homes 
instead of being vagrants, they were 
easy to tind, and they were the prey of 
a hundred nomad tribes, With incon- 
celvable labor this island town tn the 
alr was built and fortified. It was 
reached only by a mere trafl of toe 
holes up the stem of the “mushroom.” 
The age of the isinand is not known, 
except that it was already old tn 140, 
when the first explorer visited it and 
wrote an account of its wonders,

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FAMOU3 SHOWMAN TALKS. 


HHow King Edward Was Shown @ 
Whitewashed Elephant. 


Few men can tell_a more interest- 
ing life story than Lord George San- 
ger, the famous London showman, 
who has just announced his retire- 
ment from the Showmen’s Guild, of 
which he has been president for eigh- 
teen years. 

“My father,” he says, “was a Wilt- 
shire ploughboy, but having no fancy 
for the life he tied his: horses’ heads 
together one day and leaving them 
at the roadside he walked to London. 
At London Bridge he was seized by a 
prese-gang, and he served under Lord 

elson on His Majesty's ship Victory. 
Indeed, he trod the very quarterdeck 
on which Nelson fell at Trafalgar. 

“On leaving the navy, after serv- 
ing for over ten years, my father 
carried a peepshow on his shoulders, 
and he used to set it on trestles in 
villages and the boys paid pennies to 
peep at the pictures. He afterward 
joined hands with a man named Tom 
Gregory, an old soldier who had been 
at Waterloo, and they tramped the 
country together.” 

Mr. Sanger is practically a_ self- 
educated as well as self-made man. 
He went to school one day, and got 
the cane for it. “And I deserved it,” 
he says. “T went home to my mother 
erying. She said, ‘Don’t mind, George, 
you shan’t go back any more.’ And 
mother kept her word. I received 
most of my education out of the Bible 
lessons at home. We loved our Bible 
and we got much good from it.” 

Of the showmen of to-day — and 
there are some 70,000 moving about— 
Mr. Sanger has the highest opinion. 
These men and women are recruited 
from all professions, and he defies 
any man to point out a terrible crime 
which was committed by a van dwell- 
er or showman. In the old days, Mr. 
Sanger confesses, their morals and 
character were not so good as they 
nre to-day. But it must be remem- 
bered that the old country folk re- 
garded them years ago as being aliens, 
certainly not Englishmen. They were 
linble to be insulted and abused by: 
hooligan villagers, who made war up- 
on their goods and chattels. The 
showman had a great deal to make 
them bad—a bad example was set 
them, and unfortunately evil followed 
in their steps. Since those early days. 
showmen have certainly progressed 
with the times. 

In the past they were forced to fight 
some most oppressive laws, and Mr. 
Sanger recalls the days when their 
enravans weee liable to be invaded at 
six o’clock in the morning by plough- 
boys in the guise of policemen, who 
could violate their homes with im- 
punity. 

Concerning the early fairs which he 
attended, Mr. Sanger says that in 
many cnses they were held on a Mon- 
day and the showmen, with their 
vans, often had to remain outside the 
towns and villages on Sundays. “Ae 
soon as twelve o'clock struck there 
was a helter-skelter race to get to the 
ground, and, of course, it was a case 
of first come first served, T have 
known opposition showmen block up 
one another's wheels and put stones 
in the rondway and to resort to other 
mean dodges in order to hinder their 
progress, ‘ 

“Among the old-timers,” continued 
the. veteran showman, “there were 
some very wealthy men. Chief of them 
was Richardson, although he had been 
a warkhouse boy: he left a large sum 
of money toward the building of a 
church. Mr. George Wombwell was 
another wealthy man, and no one 
gave more to charity than he did. Yet 
these men were travelers.” : 

Perhaps one of the best stories 
which Mr. Sanger tells is of the pres- 
ent King, who, when Prince of Wales, 
visited a Sanger pantomine, in which 
a white elephant anneared, “Tt really 
is white, I sunpose?” said the prince, 
as he was being conducted “behind” 
the scenes to get a closar view, ‘Your 
Royal Highness,” replied the show- 
man, dropping his voice, “we may 
deceive the public sometimes, but we 
must not lie to our prince. We white- 
wash it twice a day!’

NEW SILK SLIPPERS. 


Dainty, Footwear Made of Dresden 
Ribbon Lined With Batting. 

For those who do not care for slip- 
pers of wool or yarn new booties are 
made of Dresden ribbon lined with cot- 
ton batting and sewed to a sole, just 
as knitted slippers are. These are com- 
paratively easy to make nat home, and 
trimming and shirring may be used to 
make them as dressy as the most fas- 
tidlous could desire. 

Wide ribbon shirred from arch to toe 
and again shirred at the heel will have 
graceful folds at the side, and such a 
slipper is best made by first sewing the 
ribbon all around the edge of the sole 
and afterward shaping to fit the foot. 
This will necessitate tuking a V shaped 
wedge from the material in front, but 
the shirring aud a bow at the instep 
hide the seams, so the effect is not 
marred in any way. 

It Is one of the hardest of tasks to 
find a satisfactory woolen slipper to 
match the dressing gown, and by us- 
ing the new idea material for both may 
be Bought at the same time, so there 
will be no reason for a variation of hue, 

When necessary the slipper top may 
be rmped off and cleaned, for sewing 
the ribbon to the sole takes little time, 


and the ever neat appearance of the 


slipper will well repay any trouble, 

If ribbon fs not used a plece of pa- 
per may be pinned to the sole and the 
pattern for tLe slipper cut, and the 
quilted silk may be cut from the pa- 
per. When this Is done a row of tiny 
rosettes might be used to hide the seam
